We call attention to tl>e 
resolution adopted by the county 
committee of the Stemming Dis- 
trict Afisociation here last Satui- 
day, reLommending a new clause 
to be put in all sale contracts 
made v/ith purchasers of the 
1910 crops of pooled tobacca 
This resolution is publisedin this 
issue and ahould be carefully 
read by t«»l)acco jrrowers. lJn<iej 
its teni)s the purchasers of 
pooled tobacco cannot purchase 
any toljacco out of the pool at a 
greater price than that paid for 
the pooled tobacco without in- 
creasing the price on all like 
prades in their purchase from 
the Assoeaation. 

The rsaoliitian does not in so 
many words state this, but in its 
ingenious words are given elfect 
aueh wttl he the result It is 
veil known that the strongest 
lobaoeo buyers of our tyiw of 
tohaeco have been -dealing with 
the aisoeiotion mtSa year since 
its otrganizatioa and mrill most 
likely continue to do so as their 
relationship has bees very pleas- 
ant and apparently aatiafactory. 

Whatev-er we may say or think 
about the Stemming District As- 
aodatioB or the pooling business, 
one thing is certain— the man- 
agement of the Association 
understands how to handle the 
tobacco of this district to please 
the buyers who deal in it If 
they continue to buy from the 
Assoeiation with this new eon- 
tract they will not likely buy 
outside tobacco except at a re- 
duced price, or^ most they will 
be careful not w increase the 
pool price. 
The resolution in full follows: 
Ba it reiolvad by^ Hopkins 
Counig Dxaeutive Committee of 
the Stemming District Tobacco 
Association, That we request the 
District Exebutiva Committee to 
have a clause in tha'Otnitract for 
the sale of any juid fill of the 
1910 crop of tobaiop vopj/td with 
said Asibdation itipaKting in 
substance as follows: "It is 
understood and agreed and the 



prices herein named for the 

tobacco sold and i»urchase(l under 
this contract are h.\ed and agreed 
to upon the condition that if the 
condition of the market for to- 
bacco shall be so changed as to 
convince the purchasers under 
this contract that they can af- 
ford to pay a greater price for 
tobacco of any grade named and 
purchesed in this contract, they 
agree to pay back such increase 
price to the Stemming District 
Tobacco Association for the to- 
bacco of such grade named here 
in. If the person named in the 
sale contract shall, directly or 
indirectly, purchase of any other 
association, corporation or per- 
son any tobacco of any grade or 
grades named herein within the 
territory known as the Stem- 
ming District within six months 
after this date, for a greater 
price than rrcrein named for the 
same grade or quality, it shall 
be conclusive e\idence that the 
price of tobacco in the market 
has no IncTiwed and the pur> 
chaser herefn named agrees to 
Tpay the Stemming District To- 
bacco Association «uch increase 
price for all similar grades here- 
in named." 

THE HUSTLER'S OOMMLNT 
"Rw Hustler, eommenthig on 
the above resolution, says: 

"The resoluti'jn. if ado]>ted 
by the District Board, will put a 
new and rather interesting plase 
on tile ti'baocit problem."' Con- 
tiruing the Hustler comments as 
f jllows: 

j "We believe the purchasers 
iTjillno^ ob fN-t .ser'.oijsf) to this 
I clause becauite it is reasonable. 
I '-Whffther the change in the 
market j)ric«-- of tobacco within 
the si\ months shall justify him 
in paying increase price is a 
matter left to his diseretion. 

■^Thecoatraetis l<-gal, we be- 
lieve for the reason it in no way 
restricts trade. No one can 
deny that the Association has 
the right to reserve to itself any 
increase of price the market may 
justify within a period of time. 
Certainly it cannot be against 
public policy, either, for the As- 
sociation to trust tJ^ matter of 
increase to the diseretion of the 
buyer. The .Association is satis- 
tied evidently that the buyer can 
definitely settle the •question of 
increase price in favor of the 
Association by directly or indi- 
rectly purchasing tolwicco of the 
same grade or quality of any 
other person, association or cor- 
poration within the district at an 
increased price. This, we sup- 
pose, is the meat in the cocoanut 
though we have no right, prob- 
ably, to give stress to one portion 
of the clause over another; but it 
certainly puts a stop to the pur- 
chasers under this contract buy- 
ing the same grades of tobacco 
in this district at any greater 
price than that paid the associa- 
tion. It is said, likely, that the 
purchaser of sevenu million 
pounds of tobacco from the As- 
sociation will be so anxious to 
purchase more tobacco that he 
will give an increased price to 
any p«rion out of the pool for 
even one pound when it will raise 
the price on that grade for the 
entire amount purchased of the 
Association. He may purchase 
cf those who are out of the pool, 
but he will likely be very par- 
tieular that he does not give any 
greater price than that paid the 
Association. Where the penalty 
is so great it is quite likely the 
purchaser will want no question 
about this and sea to it that there 
is no room fordiqnitaby making 
his prices to non-poolers certainly 
low enough. . When we come to 
consider ' this tobaeeo business, 
would it not be best that every 
tobacco grower should pool his 
crop and join his neighbor in 
this effort to hold up prices and 
protect the weak as wall as the 
strong farmer?"

It can be conservatively estimat- 
ed that 20 per cent of the typhoid 
fever cases prevailing in the 
District of Columbia at this time 
of the year are brought back to 
the city after a vacation spent 
at some summer resort.

Muscat was taken by the Portuguese In 1508 ' 
and remained In their iian.ls until tlie middle of I 
tlie "nt'-entti century, when the Arabs .d tlie I 
Int. rlor securt .! possession of It. The Imams or | 
sultans of .Muscat afterwards made . xt.'usive con- 
quests In eastern Africa, including Zanzibar. .Moin- 
bas and QuIloa. Oman was at till' climax of Its 
power and commercial prosperity in the first half 
of the nineteenth century, when the authority of 
tho Imama or sultans extended over the Persian 
territortaa of Larlatan and Moglstan. tbe Islands of 
Bandar Abbas, part of the ooaat of Baluehlatan. and 
the long strip of Afrtoan ooaatland laoloding Zan- 
zibar, Mombaaa and QuIloa. togathor with the 
Island of Socotra. The praaont ntllng family origi- 
nated in Yemen and waa first astabMshed In tha 
Imamato In the person of Ahmed ibn Said In 1741. 
The rise of the Wahabl power in Nedjed resulted 
In conslJerabie loss of territory. In 1856. on the 
death of Sultan Said, his possessions were divided 
between his two sons, one receiving the African 
territories and the oth.-r .Muscat, with tho Persian 
possessions. These last were lost In 1S75. Sultan 
I'huwany, who succeeiled lii Muscat, was assassi- 
nated In 18C6 by his son SeJlni, who reigned but a 
short time, and was .Iriven out by his uncle, Seyyld 
Feisal ibn Turki. Tbe power of the Imam is exer- 
cised vary little beyond the capital, Muscat, the 
nama of which la tharefora probably better known 
la popular naago than that of tho whote atato.

The world's yield of the liner classes 
«f marble proceeds from many coun- 
tries, Italy, France. Belgium. Norway. 
Sweden and America being t speelally 
prolific In deposits. 

.\pari frot'i the HilMsh Isles, where, 
in particular, the pray .•\benU'on and 
re<l I'et.rheail varieties are justly 
famed, granlK occurs in Sweden, the 
Tyrol, Italy. Saidinla, North .America 
•nd other districts. 

Qualities of Marble and Granite. 
In chemical compobltion marble Is 
essentially calcium-carbonate, or car- 
1 3nate of lime. As a consequence, the 
atone is very sensitlTe .to the action 
of chemical agents present in the at- 
mosphere. On the other hand, while 
marble is in this way more rapidly at 
tacked than many other stones, its 
power to resist the m. chanlcal agents 
cil weatherlnK. whhh are i;eiicTally the 
most destructive, makes it a compara- 
tively durahle siil>stance. The great 
variety of colors sliown l.y marble 1.-; 
due mainly to the pi t vi iici- df iniii|iaii- 
ton minerals. Iron, ^^hen present in 
the ferrous state, produies color vary- 
ing from light to dark green; manga- 
aeae and cobalt involve pinkish hues. 
Aeeeaaory minerals, in short, give rise 
to an almost endless association and 
blending of colors, shades, Teina and 
patterns. 

(;raniti> is a crystalllne-Rranular ag- 
gr. gate of ipiartz, felspar and mica, 
and cniiiiirlse.s ail varieties of texttire. 
Geiierall.\' If is the constituent felsiiar 
which k;ives the ruiiilv or the gray ap- 
pearance dlffenntiatiiii; the rock I'n- 
like iiiarlile, granite cimiii't l^o split up 
with saws, and hence the exi)ense and 
labor of quarrying and preparing the 
latter material for building and other 
purposes is relatively much greater. 

According to the state geologist of 
Georgia, probably no building stone in 
the United Itatea has In recent years 
met with aueh universal favor and 
given greater satisfaction than Ceor 
gla marble. It Is, however, curious 
to learn that, not withstanding the 
enormous (juantiiy of native marble 
tapatilo of being (luarried. and the 
Jytrge number of tmdeveloped depofl's ! 
which 111' I'liited States a:-, a whole ' 
possesses, considerable supplies of the 
material are imported (mostly from 
Italy) for statuary purposes and lo« 
terior decoration. The growth of the 
Ma t <tC Oaortl* marble for public 
CuUdinga In America is, ^wever, pro- 
ceeding on satisfactory lines, and its 
merits are becoming generally known. 
Thi- Iniposlng .Minnesota state capitol 
was built of white marble from the 
Amlcalola quarries, Pickens county; 
the Rhoue Island statu capitol, the Car- 
negie public library, Atlanta, and the 
Corcoran art gallery. Washington, of 
■tone from the quarries of a southern 
Barbie company. 

Oresk Marbles. 
IB recent years ths sstenslve quar- 
rl i o( Mount PentaUmM, a range situ- 
•tsd sight miles nortbsast of Athens, 
have been re^iplored. and are being 
worked by a British company. From 
thU claasleal center came the material 
used in the erection of some of the 
world's most famous buildings, among 
tbem the Parthenon and tlie I'ropy- 
laea. Pentellkon murble is almost pure 
carbonate of lime. Owing, however, to 
the presence of minute grains of py- 
rites, the marble, which Is a clear 
white on being worked, assumes u 
soft ivory tint after exposure, a fea- 
ture which materially adds to its value 
to:- deeoratlve purposes. Blocks of 
laimsnse siss, up to 1.000 tons, in fact, 
•re frequently dlalodgod from the 
Quarry bed, sad, with suitable ma- 
•hlaery. may bo out to any required 
TiM prtTSto railway «f

Tbo quarries In the island of Pares, 
which yielded the beautiful Parian 
marble — translated Into the highest 
form of artistic presentment by the 
genius of the ancient sculptors— are 
under thp same control.

elairus oi iinirble lor the exteriors of 
great city buildings. Mr. O. F. Hodley, 
I! A . dei iared that London should be 
rebuilt with white marble. "Time 
would," be sold, "tone the material 
and touch it with mellowing tints; 
moreover, a marble building could be 
cleaned down in a few hours with a 
water-jet." But the caustic comment 
was made In connection that It was 
not a matter of pretUness and poetry, 
but of the solvent action of acids upon 
calcium-carbonate rmloubtedly. how- 
ever, high ela.^M marbles, [lartlcularly 
the Gru k varli'ties, ar<- finding dis- 
tinct and tncrf t.slng use in the buUd- 
itigs of London's newer and Imposing 
bui inehs edifices. 

Marble and Granite Quarrying. 

The principal methods of marble ei- 
traction that modem experience and 
practise have evolved are those of saw- 
ing and channeling. The former ays* 
tem is used largely in France, Italy 
and Belgium, and almost exclusively 
on the Mnriiioi properties In Greece. 
The saw Itself is an endless steel rope 
of three strands, looost ly twisted to- 
gether. This cu'ier is iiassed round a 
driviiig-w lieel and carried on guiding 
pulle>.s from a power house at a high 
speed. The wire saw enables stone 
not only to be cut from the rock bed, 
but sawn on the spot into blocks of 
a handy size for export. 

W hat is known as the channeler, or 
channeling machine, is In operation at 
all important quanrlea In the United 
States. A locomotive machine, feed- 
ing on a railed track ami driven either 
by steam or electric prop<;l^ion, it 
consists of a row of long vertical chis- 
els set In a strong traveling fiatne. 
The gang of chisels vibrate up and 
dcjwn. rapidly cutting a channel in any 
diri'ction iu the face of the solid mar- 
ble ledge or floor. 

In Aberdei-nshire, granite areas 
reach their maximum. The Ilubislaw 
and Kemnay quarries are the largest 
granlie quarries in the United King- 
dom, and have each a depth of 309 
feet. The rock Is removed by boring 
and blasting, and as the aiaterial Is 
blasted out the blocks are lifted from 
me working face by cranes and cable- 
ways, ma.-ses beyond the power of the 
lifting appliances being further broken 
u;) as they lie llock driUlug Is carried 
out by power drills, either by steam or 
comiiressed air. At the Ruldslaw 
quarry a complete new air-compress- 
ing plant, driven by a KJt^-horse power 
electric motor, U Installed for working 
rock drills, the pressure being 100 
pounds per square Inch.

INFECTION IN THE PRISON 



Peculiarly Favorable Field There tor 
the Spread of the Scourge 
of Tuberculosis. 

Only twenty-one prisons in fifteen 
states and territories have provided 
special places for the treatment of 
their tuberculosis prisoners. These in- 
stitutions can accommodate, however, 
only 800 patients. In three-fourths of 
the major prisons and In practically 
all the Jails of the country the ttiber- 
culous prisoner Is allowed freely to 
infect his fellow prisotu.-rs, \eiy few 
lestrlctions being pl.iced upon his 
habits. When the coiigrc gal«' nmde of 
prison life Is considered, tlie danger oi 
Infection becomes greater than in the 
general population. New York and 
Massachusetta are tbo only states 
where any systematic attempt has 
been made to tranafer all tuberculous 
prisoners to one central Institution. 
The largest prison tuberculosis hospi- 
tal la In Manila, where accommoda- 
tions for 200 prisoners are jirovided 
The tie\t largest is Clinton pris<ui hos 
pii.ii in New York, which provides for 
luO. 



Tuberculosis In ths Prisons. 

The fact that 100,000 prisoners are 
discharged from the jails and prisons 
of the country annually, and ih.ii from 
10 to lo per cent of them have tuber- 
culosis, makes tie; problem of provid- 
ing special places for their treatment 
while they are conflni d a serious one. 
So Important Is the problem that the 
Prison association of New York in co- 
operation with the State Charities Aid 
association. Is preparing to inaugurate 
a apeclal campaign for the prevention 
•f tuberculosis in the penal Institu- 
tions of the state, And will seek to en- 
list the co-operation of all prison phy- 
sicians and anti-tuberculosis societies 
la thia work.

A study of the commercial move, 
ments during the last decade or two 
develops the fact that domestic pro 
ductlon is rapidly supplanting certain 
classes of fruits formerly Imported In 
largo quantities. This applies espe- 
cially to raisins, prunes and oranges. 
Certain other lines, in which local pro- 
duction Is Btlll Insufficient to meet 
home consumption, continue to In 
In value of«lmports, notably 
bananas. fl;;s. walnuts, cocoanuts and 
almonds Comparlne the imports of 
the year Just <'nded with tlinse of one 
and two decades ago. imports of fruits 
and nuts as a whole have Increased 
from $21,000,000 In 1R90 and |19,000.- 
000 In K*00 to about $36,000,000 In 1910. 

On the export side a far more rapid 
growth has occurred since 1890. In 
that year the total value of all fruits 
and nuts exported from the country was 
but $4,000,000, In l!ino the total had 
Increased to nearly $12,000,000. and In 
1910, about $19,000,000. The principal 
artiiles c<intrlbufInK to this growth 
are apples, prunes, oranges, raisins, 
apricots, canneil fruits and nvits. 

Of forelRti frtilts consutned In tho 
United States, bananas supply about 
one-third. The impoited bananas como 
chietly from Costa Rica, Honduras and 
Panama In Central .\ineiica. the luit- 
Ish West Indies and Cuba. Italy sup- 
plies praotteally all the lemons Im- 
ported Into the country. Of course, 
the Xante variety, produced in 
Oreece, supplies most of the imports. 
Raisins, formerly coming in at the 
rate of $2,000,000 per annum, chietly 
from Spain and Turkey In .Asia. h;uc 
practically disappeared as nn artlcl-- ' 
of importation, and as above indicated, 
aro now becoming an Important arti- 
cle of export.

BEETLE KILLING ELM TREES 



Expert Who Examined Rooaevelt's 
Chsatnuta Reperta Other Ravafaa 
in Pour etaloa. 

Xew York. — .\ great plague of elm 
leaf beetles has swept over this sec- 
tion of the country this summer, ac- 
cording to Director Murrlll of the 
Bronx botanical hardens. Mr. Mur- 
rlll recently made a trip of lnveatlga> 
tion through four states and says that 
he found the condition of tha olm tvoas 
alarming everywharo. 

The beetle, howovor, Is not the only 
enemy to the trees which is working. 
Mr. Murrlll was called to Sagamore 
Hill, where he made an examination 
of tbe chestnut trees, which are 
Colonel Roosevelt's pride. When 
Colonel Roosevelt returned from Af- 
rica he sent word to the Bronx botan- 
ical gardens that something was 
wrong with his trees, and aakad that 
an export bo aant to Inspoet thOBL 

Mr. Murrlll discovered that almoat 
every tree on the colonel's estate was 
dead. The canker, a rapid-growing 
fungus, had started beneath the bark 
of the trees, and after killing the 
trees had spread quickly all over them. 
It traveled with surprising swiftness, 
and within two months caused thou- 
o< daUais worth nf 



Army Will Adopt SIxteen-lneh If Nsvy 
PInds It Can Use the 

Fourteen. 

Slxteen-lnch guns for the army will 
follow a successful test of 14-inch guns 
for the navy, according to Brig. Oen. 
William Crosier, chief ot ordnance. 
The decision will hinge on the trials 
of the new navy rifles. "We still have 
an advantan.' over the navy," said 
General Crnzier. "We can build guns 
more powerful th.ui the to ighest ar- 
mor they can produce Die navy Is 
pretty close to the liiiiil of .irnior pro- 
tection, and we l.ave by no means 
built the most powerful giiiis of which 
w i- are ( apable The navy is now pro- 
posing to arm Its new battleships with 
14-lnch guns. Those rifles will be of 
higher power than tha army 14-inch 
gun and eonaeauently more powerful. 
If tho navy adopta 14-tnch guns as a 
permanent feature, we shall have to 
meet this advance In the fighting 
strength of warships. We shall then 
Increase the power of our gun." 

It was only a short time ago that 
the army adopted ttie 11 inch rifle. 
One of the new tyjie has bien com- 
pleted and tested Twelve others are 
now In tlie process of construction It 
seems probable that an entirely new 
t.\pe win be adoi'teil even before the 
batch of 14 inch guns has been com- 
platad.

OUR CIGARETTES IN CHINA 



Consul General Charloo Donby Says 
America Has TatifM tho Chinese 
to tmoko Tham. 

Amorlea haa taught tha people of 
tho Chtneaa amplro to amoka ciga- 
rettes. In a report to thia govom- 

ment on foreign trade hy Conaol Oon- 
eral Charles Denby of Vienna in 
which he described the class of for- 
eign markets which may be created 
by American enteriirise and then 
BuppUed. the consul general says: 

"One of tbe most conspicuous ex- 
amples of such a market is the de- 
mand for the cigarette In China. Ten 
years ago the cigarette was an article 
used in China by a small number of 
people, chiefly forel^era. The field 
attmotad tho attantloa of a group of 
Amarieaa manufaeturora who osam- 
laad Into It and daeldod to Introduce 
the oigaretta to tho Chinese poople 
by American methoda. Tho roault is 
that now tbe eigarotta ig yopalar 
throughout tho ampiro." 



Records Broken In an Unusually Rainy 
Month — Oovernment Activity Ex- 
tends Also to Sanitation. 

.Notwithstanding that the precip'ta- 
tlon during the rainy month of .Mine, 
1010, In Panama was almost double 
that In the same month of I'.iu.i and 
11)08. the work of excavation In the 
canal last June exceeded by 200.UOO 
cubic yards tbe excavations in the cor 
responding period of the previous year. '

progress of the canal operations. As j 
an Indication of the great strides bo- 
ing made In the work, the report 
showed that in .Tune, 190-1. the exca- '

yards, as cotiipared to 1.30."i.l41 cubic 
yards taken out last month.

ADOLESCENCE IN EDUCATION. 

There has been a -ejurit of 
unrest, ui regard to matters of 
«dueatfon, from the very begin- 
ning: of our public school system. 
This spirit of unrest has been the 
result- of our ihadequale educa- 
tional SN-flrtem, in as much as it 
does not furnisii •■•\rh mental 
developement asca^ ivacticed 
in rural Ufe. This uni'eM ia still 
in ojieration: trying to flevelop 
the schools into institutions tliat 
wUI more fully meet the needs 
of the mass instead of -a few. 
For a lonjr time it was sccMidarx- 
schools that received the ■.au ti- 
tion of the educators, but now 
attention h:is shifted to the 
elementary schools as well. This 
spirit of unrest spread from -Ger- 
many to England thenoe to 
America, wh^^re such men as Dr. 
Wm. T. Harricv Col. Francis W. 
Parker. Presi Chas. W. BKot. 
Dr. G. Stanley Hall and a num- 
ber of others were eager to gi-asp 
the "New Leaminsr/' as it were 
and demand M>!nething in our 
schoiils that shall be real and vital 
rather than artiticial or indiffer- 
ent. 

There is a generally agreement 
as to the most important funda- 
mental principles underlying our 
educational structure. It is only 
when we as individuals put the 
principles into practice that a 
serious inadequacy is diseovered. 
The purpose of the school has 
been clearly stated and almost 
universally accepted. In actual 
practice the work has not com- 
petcd with the stated purpose of 
the school. It seemingly, has 



One of the chief funetionB of 

the elementary school is t« give 
the child a desire for reading 
and an appreciation of good 
literature. To train in the use 
of simple ajid correct lang«a>re 
is indeed a necessity. But above 
all efse. the boy or man who is 
not a lover of good books, who 
does not pu-t himself in touch 
with the best literature, and who 
does not draw inspiration, -en- 
thusiasm and i)()W»>r. has been 
robbed of the best that the 
school can give. 

That thcstr- mav be wrou.uiit 
Mt tn fulfill tho law of individual 
activity, and tc have their etVeet 
in making or marring human 
happiness, thi i-*- must be expres- 
sion. We cannot know what a 
man's thoughts are, or his ideals 
or his character, except as these 
are made known to us through 
his words and acts. His true 
thought, his real character, may 
not be expressed always, but 
something that has been thought 
and felt in him shows forth in 
expression.

which the\ are sure to come in 
contact. To reach the great 

mass of pupils, or rather to keep 
them in school, is the great 
"problem that we are now facing. 
To solve this problem consists in 
placinir of such subiects in the 
curriculum, as will give the 
pupil such information as can be 
put into practice. By this I do 
not mean to auirnient the curri- 
culum, but to eliminate such that 
is not practicable and insert 
practicable ones. 

I wish to repeat that it would 
he ine.xpedient to add anything 
to our over full curriculum, with- 
out some elimmation. Better to 
rela.x the impractical subjects. I 
believe in a Altering out of sub- 
jects so that we may teach the 
essentials for better. Introduce 
such subjects as aggriculture. 
Industrial Arts, etc. 

Again our schools have been, 
for the most part, inade()uate. 
from the fact that the minor 
schools have been depending on 
or arranging th*-ir course of 
study to suit or to meet the needs 
of the larger schools, rather than 
for the good of their own en- 
vironment. They, perhaps, have 
been dominated by their obliga- 
tions to the larger ones, in as 
much as the students could not 
enter the secondary schools un- 
less they had done a certain kind 
and prescribed course of study. 
By this means the development 
of the smaller schools was pre- 
vented. 

A great part of the arithmetic 
that is now taught in the school 
would naturally come to the 
student without the aid of teach- 
er or school, if we would only be 
patient. (See Speneer on educa- 
tion. ) As a rule too many things 
are taught to the boy while in 
school, that will never be of use 
to him, elsewhere. It has also 
been stated that adjustment is 
needed in language as well as 
•rithmetic
